REBELS RETREATING. 


Manila, June 15.—5:50 p. m.— 


Captain Cable, Of General Wheaton's 
staff, with three companions of the 
Twenty-first regiment, reconnoitered 
in the direction of Imus. The rebels, 
who were apparently expecting an 
attack, retired, leaving behind them 
twenty Spanish prisoners, who joined 
the Americans.

he commencement address 
upon 


'Our New Duties." 


This event marked a new era in 
his famous institution. Its growth 
•ecently has been phenomenal. The 
grounds and buildings and equip- 
ment 
have 
been improved, over 


1100,000 having been spent within 
hree years. The sons of Miami con- 
gregated to do honor to the new Mi- 
ami of today and never in its history 
had there been such a large percent- 
age of its graduates present as upon 
.his occasion. 


Hon. Whitelaw Reid spoke of the 


good work accomplished by small 
college centers of right thinking and 
right living. He then launched into 
his theme, "New Duties and a New 
World." He dwelt upon public mat- 
ters, which it is the duty of educated 
men to consider, and of matters 
which may hereafter divide parties, 
but on which, he said, we must re- 
:use now to recognize party distinc- 
:ions. He said: 


Partisanship stops at the guard 


line, 'In the face of an enemy we 
are all Frenchmen,' said an eloquent 
imperialist once in my hearing, in 
rallying his followers to support a 
foreign measure of the French re- 
public. At this moment our soldiers 
are facing a barbarous or semi-civi- 
lized foe, which treacherously at- 
tacked them in a distant land, where 
our flag had been sent in friendship 
with them for the defense of our own 
shores. Was it creditable or seemly 
that it was lately left to a Bona- 
parte on our own soil to teach some 
American leaders that at such a time 
loyal men at home do not discourage 
those soldiers or weaken the govern- 
ment that directs themP 


We are actually and now respon- 


sible, not merely to the inhabitants 
and to our own people, but in inter- 
national law, to the commerce, the 
travel, the civilization of the world 
for the preservation of order and the 
protection of life and property in 
Cuba, in Porto Rico, in Guam and in 
the Philippine archipelago, including 
that recent haunt of piracy, the Su 
lus. Nothing in human power can 
ever restore the United States to 
position it occupied the day before 
congress plunged us into war with 
Spain, or enable us to escape wha 
that war entailed. 
No matter wha 


we wish, the old continental isola 
tion is gone forever. Whithersoeve: 
we turn now, we must do it with thi 
burden of our late acts to carry, the 
responsibility of our new position t 
assume." 


Continuing, he said that when or 


der succeeded savage 'warfare, a pol 
icy for these distant regions calle 
for the soberest thought and the col 
leges and the educated classes gener 
ally should make it a matter of con 
science, to find first our nationa 
duty, and then our national inter 
est, which it is also a duty for ou 
statesmen to protect.

History of the Case. 


TOY GOVERNMENT IN FRANCE. 


The fall oi the Dupuy ministry was 


one 
of the expected incidents in 


Fiench politics. It was simply due, 
and we have it in anothei illustration 
of the hopelessness of a government 
by "jioups. At no time since the for- 
mation of the republic have its 
statesmen been able to honestly dis- 
agree. There nevei has been a buin- 
ing question of impoitance, one that 
nctiially touched the whole people of 
the country and upon which a dis- 
tinct and respectable division of be- 
lief could be had. 


The life of a republic turns upon 


party oposition. 
Without it a gov- 


ernment 
derived from 
the people 


diifts 
helplessly 
into conditions 


which provoke unrest and utterly 
fail of the purpose and good results 
of 
populai 
iiile. 
In 
the French 


chamber of deputies upon some triv- 
iality two or more groups will com- 
bine foi a few weeks, and by then 
pieclominance select a cabinet which 
will enter upon the troubled seas of 
office only to find the groups read- 
justing themselves and their little 
lease of power passing to another se- 
lection of aspirants. 
The shifting of 


ono ministiy to another does not im- 
ply n change of policy, nor even poli- 
tics. The republic is really governed 
on the old imperial lines, and 
the 


idea of democratic contiol finds ex- 
pression only in its mobs. What the 
new cabinet may do tomorrow its 
successor can and piobably will undo 
the next day, and thus it falls out 
that no gieat question is touched noi 
are needed leforms put in the way of 
being effected. 
To us the 
French 


foim of goveinment looks like a toy 
on a big scale.

RED HOT FROM THE GUN 


The bupreme court Wednesday re- 


versed the case of H. T. Wilcoxon 
against the city of Elufftou and 
othcis. Wilcoxon biought an action 
to enjoin the levying and collection 
of taxes by the city foi the payment 
of the principal and interest of bonds 
to the amount of $6,500, which the 
city had sold to obtain money with 
which to extend and improve its sys- 
tem of water works. 
The circuit 


court decided against him and he ap- 
pealed. The basis of his contention 
that the bonds were invalid was the 
alleged fact that the city was indebt 
:d to the constitutional limit of 2 
per cent, of its taxable propeity at 
the time they Were issued. 
Of that 


.ndebtedness $12fOOO was evidenced 
by bonds issued to obtain money 
with which to build a school house 
in the city. 
These bonds weie is- 


sued pursuant to an oidinance of the 
common council, adopted at the re 
quest of the school trustees, and were 
signed by the mayoi and cleik, but 
recited that "the school city of Bluff- 
ton, in the state of Indiana, hereby 
promises to pay," etc. 


The case was reversed by a divided 


couit. Judge Jordan wiote the opin- 
ion, in which Judge Hadley con- 
curred. Judges Monks and Dovling 
concurred in the result only, and 
Judge Baker wiote a dissenting opin- 
ion, in which he declared that "the 
question picseiited in his appeal is 
new and of very great importance, 
and its right solution is of va«t con- 
cern to the municipalities and citi- 
zens of our slate. The decision seems 
to me to be ill-considered." 


In the principal opinion, Judge 


Jordan said: "In the determination 
of the question whether the aggre- 
gate indebtedness of the city of Bluff 
ton, at the time of the issue and sale 
by it of its water woiks bonds, had 
reached or exceeded the 
constitu- 


tional limit, must the $12,000 evi- 
denced by the school bonds in con- 
troversy bo considered as a part of 
said city's indebtedness, and held to 
be an outstanding 
indebtedness of 


the school city of Bluffton? 
This is 


the sole proposition 
piesented and 


discussed by courissl for the respec- 
tive parties. ' ' 


"It can not be successfully contro- 


verted, but that the legislature of tne 
state, if it deems proper, may em- 
power school corporations of cities 
and towns to issue and sell their 
bonds in order to raise money to con- 
struct school houses, etc., and in this 
manner create an indebtedness on 
the part of such school corpoi ations 
for which they alone would be liable. 
But that is not the question with 
which we have to deal, but the one 
which confionts us is: Has the leg 
islatuie confeired this extraoidmary 
power on school corporations of a city 
organized under the general laws of 
the state, like the city of Bluffton? 


"Neither can it be said that the 


question whether a civil city or 
town and a school city or town, in 
view of the constitutional inhibition, 
may each become indebted to the 
amount of 2 pel cent, upon the value 
of its taxables, is necessarily in- 
volved in this case; hence, as to that 
question, we need intimate no opin- 
ion. 
- It is sufficient to say that 


while the force and effect of the de- 
cisions of this court is to deny that 
school trustees, under the law, have 
any express power or right to bor- 
row money, still our decisions do 
ccognize and uphold their right or 
power to bind the corporations which 
;hey represent by promissory notes 
or other wiitten obligations for the 
payment in the future of a valid 
iire-existing indebtedness, or for the 
epayment of money advanced 
to 


such trustees which they have actu- 
ally and rightfully expended for the 
use and benefit of the school corpora- 


sent from the decision of the ma- 
jority of the court, Judge Baker 
said: "Can the legislature author- 
ize the officers of a municipal corpor- 
ation to levy taxes with which to 
pay somebody else's debts? Can the 
legislature empower the officials of 
Elkhart county to levy taxes on the 
citizens .thereof to provide for the 
debts of Marion county P That is 
the situation, unless the cloud of de- 
cisions of this court from the begin- 
ning to the present be overridden, 
which hold that the school corpora- 
tion and the civil corporation are 
just as distinct and separate legal 
entities as if they were in different 
counties, and that the civil corpoia- 
tion cannot be loaded down with the 
debts of the school corporation."

chamber luxuriously decorated, hav- 
ing rich mouldings on tho walls and 
ceilings and heavy gilt ornamenta- 
tions relieved by frescoes in 


the mountains along the lake. 


.According to native stories, the 


rebels carried 100 dead and 300 
•wounded through Bacoor after the 
recent battle. 


The natives are now flooding into 


Bacoor and it is probable there are 
many soldiers in plain.clothes among 
them.
